LESSONS FROM AUSTRALIA 


dow the Boot and Shoe Tariff Has 
Helped Manufacturers There 

According to a recent United States 

Bureau of Commerce report, the effect 


of the tariff on the Australian shoe in- | 


dustry has been very marked. During 
the years from 1909 to 1913: tho Tariff 
Commission in its reports finds that 
the imports have not averaged more 
than about 10 per cent. of the total 
requirements of the market. It is 
true that in 1913 the percentage of 
imports .slightly increased, but this 
fwas due in large measure to a greatly 
increased consumption caused by im- 
migration, and to the fact that local 
manufacturers had not been able to 
extend sufficiently to keep up with the 
{ncreased demand. There is also dif- 
ficulty with respect to secaring skilled 
labor. 

It is interesting to know that the 
duty on imported boots and shoes from 
the United Kingdcm is 380 per cent., 
and from the United States 35 per 
cent. On the top of this are the costs 
of importing, which average 10 per 
cent., and with the statutory addition 


of 10 per cent. for landed values make 
the total protection against the United 


Kingdom 43 per cent. and against the 
United States 48% per cent. It 
should be noted that the Canadian 
tariff on boots and shoes is, under nor- 
mal conditions, 26 per cent., and even 
with the addition of the war tax is 
only 30 to 32% per cent. No doubt 
the measure of protection enjoyed by 
the Australian manufacturer would be 
regarded as very high in Canada, but 
the fact remains that it has secured 
for the Australian workingman and 
manufacturer the bulk of the home 
market. When every one can find em- 
ployment at good wages the disposi- 
-tlon to criticize the means by which 
this condition is secured is not very 
ercat. It is apparent, too, from the re- 
port referred to that the boot and shoe 
manufacturers of Australia, as a 
whole, are satisfied with the existing 
tariff, and ure not clamoring for more. 
The same condition is true in Canada, 
the Canadian manufacturer’ being 
content for tho most part with the 
pmount of protection he now enjoys,

This is the controlling part 
of communication between the strong 
French positions on the heights fac- 
ing Dradsko, on the -Saloniki-Nish 
railway and dominates the route to- 
ward Veles.

RUSSIANS HUE READY ARM 
OF 30,000 10 HEP 
BnLMAN WAR 


On Military Side the Situation 

in the Balkans Is Not Improv- 

ing; Serbians Make a Grand 
Stand. 


London, November 24, 10 p.m.— 

There has been a distinct improve- 
ment in ‘the diplomatic relations ‘be- 
tween Greece and the «ntente powers, 
following on the presentation of a 
collective note by the representatives 
of the allies. Tho Greek premier is 
reported to have stated that while 
Gmeco put forward theoretical ob- 
jections to allied troops entering and 
using it as a base, he would not 
raise a finger against them. 

All that the allies are now waiting 
for is a guarantee that Greece will 
carry out this assurance. 

On the military side in the Balkan 
quarters, especially so far as \ the 
Serbian northern army is concerned, 
the situation has grown more grave. 
Austro-German and Bulgarian/troops, 
operating in three columns, have en- 
tered Kossovo plain, where the Ser- 
bians were expected to make their 
last stand, and have occupicd Mitro- 
vitza, the latest Serbian capital, as 
well as Pristina, and at one point 
at least have driven the Serbians 
across the Sitnica river, which drains 
the valley. Although the Serbians 
might make a stand kntween the val- 
ley and the Albanian and Monteneg- 
rin frontiers, they will be at a great 
df8advantage owing to their inability 
to get munitions and sypplies, while 
their opponents will have virtually 
everything they require. 

The Serbians on the Katchanik 
frontier, and also in the southwest 
corner of their country, continue to 
hold back the invaders, as do the 
Anglo-French forees in the south- 
cast. The Russians are now report- 
ed to have prepared anarmy _ of 
350,000 for operations in‘the Bal- 
kans, but the point at which they 
will strike has not been indicated.

London, Novenfoer 25.—Although 
the full text of the Greek govern- 
ment’s reply to the collective note 
presented by the entente powers has 
not yet been made public in Eng- 
land, there is every indication’ that 
the British government is satisfied 
with ‘the position taken at Athens. 
The assurances given by Greece differ 
in‘ marked degree from the previous 
expressions of benevolent neutrality. 
They are neither vague nor evasive, 
but promise explicitly that no mili- 
tary measures will be taken against

ls Buried Alive in Cellar 
Grave Despite tis 
Appeals for Mercy 


Victim Struck With Axe 
Handle and Trampled Into 


Grave While He is_ Still 
Breathing. 
Batavia, N.Y., Nov. 22.—Luigi 


Matroni was buried alive in the cellar 
of his home near Corfu, in May, 1914, 
his body being trampled into a newly- 
made grave while he still begged for 
mercy, according to a story told by 
his widow to District Attorney Coon 
here today. This afternoon Antonio 
Bojivia, the alleged murderer, point- 
ed out the spot where the crime oc- 
curred and a body was found which 
Mrs. Matroni identified as that of 
her husband. Bolivia has confessed, 
the district attorney said. 

Mrs. Matroni said that her hus- 
band was felled by a blow from a 
pickaxe handle wielded by Bolivia. 
He was knocked unconscious, but ce- 
vived before the grave had been dug 
in the cellar.- He pleaded with 
Boliva for mercy just before he was 
thrown into the pit and trampled 
under the ground, she declared. 

Boliva at first denied knowledge of 
the murder, but later District Attor- 
ney said he confessed and told tho 
men where to dig. They found the 
body under nine feet of earth, the 
house having been torn down and the 
cellar filled in after the Matronis 
moved away. 

Boliva killed Matroni, he told the 
district attorney, because after his 
marriage to Matroni’s step-daughter, 
she told him that Matroni had at- 
tacked her the day before the wed- 
ding. 
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Australia Sending 9,000 
Men Every Month to 
Reinforce Troops 


Melbourne, Australia, November 24 
--We want over 9,000 a month—that| 
is the irreducable minimum,” uaid 
Senator George W. Pearce, minister 
of defence, recently in reference to 
recruiting in Australia. 

“Tho army council has asked us 
to increase our percentage of  rein- 
forcements for the expeditionary forc- 
es. Vo have been sending them for- 
ward in a proportion of from 10 to 
38 percent— a total of about 6,500 
per month. It has now been asked 
that we shall increase this to 20 per 
cent, which will mean over 9,000 a 
month. This intimation should stim- 
‘ulate recruiting throughout the Com- 
monwealth, as it shows that the 
need of men is increasing rather than 
decreasing. I feel sure that the man- 
hood of the Commonwealth will be 
capable of keeping up the requisite 
supply for the front.” 

Thus far about 150,000+ men ‘havo 
enlisted in Australia.
